Oliver Cromwell is said, to have 
broken more windows r.nd Henry the 
Eighth to have stolen more trcasu.-es 
than anyone clss in Enghnd, accord- 
ing to Norris Hodsins, of Macdonaid 
College. Last evening for almost two 
hours Professor Hodgins '^entertained 
the St. James Literary Society, lec- 
turing ôn the subject, "Canadian Au- 
thors Abroad."

Farmers Retain Buoyant 
Spirit In Spite Of 
Hardships 

"It is usual for those who come 
back from Western Canada to have a 
greater appreciation than ever of the 
optimism and courage of the people in 
that part of. the country." stated E. 
W. Beatty, K.C., Chairman and Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Railways 
and Chancellor of McGill University, 
on his return ' from a tour oh the 
western, lines.- ^ 

The vital problem in that zone, he 
pointed out, is immigration, and while 
no one advises or desires a larger 
quota of immigrants, it is doubtless 
that a certain small number of for- 
eign settlers could be imported yearly 
if it was established that they would 
colonize the land and soon become 
self-supporting. Notwithstanding the 
hardships of last summer, which in 
eluded drought, frost and grasshoppers 
he went on to say the farmers in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta still retain 
their buoyant spirit. 

Will Need Relie'JÉÉ^ 
Not many have left thei^laM'^or 
more favorable sppts and the direct 
relief which it will be necessary to give 
this winter will, it well administered, 
be cheerfully afforded by the taxpayers 
of the Dominion. .No one in his senses 
would venture to say that th|^M^^nic 
situation in the West is- satisfactory 
and it is essential to consider the pre 
eminent importance of wheat in the 
prairie provinces. . 

The expenses made for the transpor 
tation, and storage of wheat have been 
made by men who expected that j3.aa< 
ada would go on producing aod'sêlUng 
enormous quantities of wheat every 
year.

' '■ Do we ever realize that Just off our gates lies 
the largest French University of America, where 
the same" ideals, nearly identical studiea, and quite 
similar achievements are pursued? And yet the 
present UNIVERSITY OF MONTREAL ia the off> 
shoot of one of the oldest Universities Qf the New 
World:^ the Laval University of Quebec. The Mmt* 
real branch was founded in 1878 and became an 
independent body In 1930, although keeping close 
contact with the parent organisation. It has ap 
proximately 6,000 students including affiliated col 
.leges.: : Many other . schwl8|audt|rt Polytech' 
''nlèaï school, the Haut^^raSSN^^Cimm^reiales, the 
Conservatory of Music, the Agdeultiiral College, 
the Theological school, etc., are under its control. 

Every day whether wc want it or not we live 
sttfjulder to shoulder in thé midst of psi^le of kn 
altogether different racial origin and history. They 
speak another language and belong to another 
faith; It seems logieal therefore tliat they should 
have a separate iand independent University and 
«ehool«9}èfem.}^.it;r)r« hatunr'théjr^iihouid ooH' 
eeive a curriculum from another point .of view and 
shape it along other lines. French-Canadians re- 
quire different .methods for their différait tastea 
-and ten«?èi«mènts?-'- V " / . / 

The ïtench of France have become very in' 
dlvldualistic and the courses at La Sorbonne tend 
more toward the individualist programme of studies 
adopted in the United Btatea and In a lesser de- 
gree in Canada, although the Paris curriculum re- 
tahu most of its classical "tournure". In Montreal 
and Quebec, the Xïench-Ciàhadians adhere more 
strictly to the olaasical, and yet the oowse seems 
more practical than the sorbonne one. Perhaps 
less practical that the American method for. the 
immediate future but possibly mor^Vbenetteiakln 
the long run. A young man who: has completed 
his studies in Arts wiU, uiidoubtedly, when oiit of 
college, be less efficient for the first few months 
than a non-classical student, but he wiU probably 
go farther ahead after a year or two,' because he 
has been trained to tackle any given problem. 
Tills benefit of a college education has been often 
denied, but it Is a fact. 

Our Arts students can specialise comparatively 
early, whilst Montreal University students have to 
follow the whole general course. The McOiU B.A. 
course Includea many optional subject! whilst there 
/is not ' oiie optional subject at the Udlversity. of 
'Montreal. Every subject has to be taken by the 
prospective B.A. student; 6 yean of Latin, Oreek, 
French, Mathematics, and a years of Philosophy, 
Chemlatry, piiysics, etc., covering 8 years altogether. 
This broadens the minds of the etudenta, gives 
them a general culiure, and trains them for fur- 
ther atudiea. : 

The atmosphere in which the educated French: 
Canadian lilçcs fio Uye in is one .of artistic and 
literary activities; he will go out'of' hts'fay^ to^ 
a lecture; he takes great intereGt'^in'-aUfdrupatlc 
productions. There are actually in town more plays 
given In French than in English. His Majesty's 
Theatre has a remarkable French troup, the Stella 
Theatre crowds up every night, and the Impérial 
theatre is offering quite an extensive number of 
famous operas. L'Alliance Française has lectures 
every now and then that are of Interest to, the 
French element of the Metropolis and' draw a 
large English audience as well. Public speaking Is 
cstersively developing and there Is no dearth of 
great orators in French-oanada. Young men of 
talent have gone abroad and are beginning to paro- 
diice plays, verses, books, and paintings of real 
artistic viltie. ' ' 

Following the same trend of thought the 
French-Canadian student does his utmost to follow 
up his elders and live in the same artistic life. This 
Is why the student life of the University of Mont- 
real is gradually strivhig, despite financial diffi- 
culties, to come back to the oldji.fqrmtila<ijôf frank 
t^lotv< bohemlan life and àrtisâo'''«URiMÏh 
which has always characterized "l'étudiant". He 
is gay, cheerful, ready to lau^h,' but nevertheless 
keen at his studies and determined to succeed. 

^|I^^^^ realizé that there is an impoirUtnt Uiii- 
vérslv^^^t besides us. Its students are men of 
education, anxiou^ to learn and imp»i-t their, know- 
ledge to others. We can benefit by exchanging 
vic-ws with them and brUiging about a. closer con- 
.tact and co-operation. The University of Montreal 
students publish a weekly paper called "LE QUAR- 
TIER LATIN". Why not read it and learn by 
ourselves of their doings and achievements?

He also stated that the assistance 
granted local growers throughout for- 
eign-countries will forcibly have, to be 
removed when much better wheat 
shall be available at far lower cost.
